The men who have united for the 
purpose of controlling the price of cot- 
ton in order that the farmer may be 
forced to part with it at less than its 
value, are already circumvented, 
_ The desperate efforts. which 
made by Mr. Neill. in his circular of 
August 12th to driva buyers from the 
market and to forea cotton producers 
into bankruptcy has recoiled upon 
those who relied upon it. Now the 
spinners of the old world realize that 
they have been lai astray by their re- 
liance upon the bear reports from the 
United States, The scheme to rob 
our agricultural classes of their just 
earnings. is almost broken aip. 

Significant was that meeting held 
the other dav in Wilkes county, in 
which the farmers, merchants and 
bankers met to prevent the sacrifice 
of the cotton crop of the present vear. 
Their d@laration that the product is 
worth af least 8 cents is true, every 
word of it, and the reason why we have 
been getting less is because of the di- 
vision which has existed among our 
people, rendering it possible for mar- 
ket sharpers in England and Germany 
to run down the price so as to cheat 
the farmer. That other report from 
Griffin which told of the payment of 
straight 7 cents a pound is another evi- 
dence. that the backbone of the condi- 
tions adverse to our farmers §as been 
broken. 

There is a shortage in the cotton 
crop. There is an overwhaming de- 
mand for cotton fabrics. This de- 
mand is being met by increased prices, 
which would fully justify the spinners 
in paying at least 8 cents a pound for 
the cotton. Why are we not getting 
this S cemts? Simply, as has hereto- 
fore been argued by The Constitution, 
because of the division existing among 
ourselves. Heretofore our bankers 
_ have felt that thar interests lay with

our merchants have felt that their in-

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General Otis Speaks Out. 

The question whether this govern- 
ment shall subjugate the Filipinos and 
hold them in vassalage, or whether 
they shall be allowed to enjoy tharight 
of self-government may be described 
independently of expansion; at the 
same tima democrats should be warned 
that the sort of expansion propose] 
bv the republican oracles bears ne 
sort of relation to the enlargement of 
our national boundaries accomplished 
under tha auspices of the democratic 
party.

This history, while 


complete and is treasured by the 


the family. 
It is as follows. 

Colonel George W. Adair, of Atlanta, 
was born on March.1, 1823, in Morgan 
county, Georgia, and his parents 
about two years later moved to De- 
Kalb county and settled about five 
miles from Decatur. 

His mother died in 1834, and the 
year after he was placed with Green 
B. Butler, a general merchant in De- 
catur. He remained with Mr. Butler 
in the store until 1840, during which 
time he had the advantage 
few months of school. 

After Mr.‘ Butler retired from busi- 
ness, Colonel James WN. Calhoun, 
Charles Murphy, William H. Dabney 
and Dr. Ephriam M. Poole, having no- 
ticed that he was an_- unusually 
sprightly boy, made up a syndicate 
among themselves, each taking equal 
stock in the expense, and sent Geor: 
to school for two years, where he ob- 
tuined the best education that cculd 
be had in the village academy of that 
day. At the end of that time he went 
to Covington and read law with Floyd 
& Williamson, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1844, but being in debt for 
his education and having no capital, 
and as the people were just passing 
out of a financial panic, he abandoned 
the idea of practicing law and ac- 
cepted a position as passenger con- 
ductor on the Georgia railroad, of 
which the late Richard Peters was 
superintendent, from J. Edgar Thomp- 
son, the chief engineer. He ran on 
the road until he paid his benefactors 
alj the money with interest that they 
had advanced for his education.
